be said that however desirable a fast 
Canadian Ailanlic Ime might be from 
a national or imperial! point of view, 
no benefit could possible accrue to 
Canada tbat would warrant usin pay- 
img @ millon and a balf a year for 
suck a service. It is a very great 
question if the amount of the Peter- 
son, Tate tender, just one-half that of 
the Allanps, was not also more than 
value could be received for. The reason 
of the great cost of a Canadian fast 
‘Ailantic line is that Canada does oot 
yet formsh im sufficient amount the 
class of uravel that is neeessary to 
make such a service a commercial suc- 
cess. and ibere seems io be no reason 
why Canada should saddle herself wilh 
immense and burdensome, ob! igal Ons 
in order to haye a steamship service 
which ber Business is noi large enough 
to need.

This election is welcomed by Domin- 
ion Conservatives aS an evidence that 
Manitoba is willing to accep! a pro- 
tective tariff; and no doubt Liberals of 
oiher prov'nees who have looked to 
Manitoba to stand by her own inte 
ests in this qiaticr are correspondingly 
Xo doubl every effort 
wil! be made by the victorious party 
both. in the province and in the Do- 
rinicn to misrepresent the cs? im 
this wey: and it is to be doutly regret- 
ted thai the provincial Liberals, by 
ihe atti e which they assumed have 
ymoade this course very possible. As a 
matter of fact there is no doubt inat 
the relief from railway monopoly and 
reduction in freight rate secured VY 
the Robiin government through — its 
bargain with the Canadian Northern 
railway “Ompany, was the real reason 
of the maintenance of that govern- 
ment in power. When no reduction 
of grain rates was ip sight from any 
source the bargain with the Canadian 
Northern secured a reduction of two 
cents per hundred, with the promise 
of two cents more to take effect on thie 
first of Sep'ember next. Four cents 
per hundred in reduced rates on graia 
was all the argument needed to con- 
vince Manitoba that’ the policy which 
secureé it should be continued. Four 
cents 2 bundred on grain was what 
sustained Roblin and defeated Greeam 
way; not tbat one called bimseif, a Cof- 
servative and the other a Liveral, or 
that one declared for proiection and 
the other against it. The recent elec- 
tion is no more an endorsation of the 
Dominion Conservative party nor of 
its principie of yroteciion than if it 
had never taken place. The peorle of 
Manitoba voted on the question of 
transportation, not on the question of 
tariff. The transportation which they 
have just endorsed so strongly was di- 
recily opposed to that of the Conserva- 
tive party of the Dominion; inasmuch 
as it was ap attcck upon the C. PR. 
monopoly, to upholu which had been 
the policy of the Conservative party 
twenty spats, Now that the Canadian 
Northern has become established, its 
interest in preventing the further 
compe.ition of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic is identical ‘with that of the C. P. 
R.. and on ‘this new question both pro 
vincial ‘and Dominion Conservative 
parties are in accord, with each other 
and with the C. P. R. and C, Ny Ry 
companies as well. But this phase of 
the question was of ‘too recent de- 
velopment to be seriously considered by 
the electors in the lote contest.
